Jubilee Celebration 
Vancouver, Washington 

The Vancouver, Wash. 
Foursquare Church (New Hope 
Center) celebrated 50 years of 
faithful ministry in 1978. Special 
Sunday services were conducted 
and a lovely reception was held to 
commemorate this memorable event 
in the church's history. Pastor 
Wayne Todd brought the morning 
message with Northwest District 
Supervisor Roy Hicks ministering in 
the evening service. 

It was in the summer of 1928 that 
Rev. J.H. Stilton came to Vancouver 
and began evangelistic services in 
the Gospel tent at 18th and 
Washington Streets.

January, 1929, Rev. Ethel M. Fox 
and “‘Daddy’’ Fox came to pastor 
the new church. In the spring of 
1929, under the direction of 
“Daddy”’ Fox, the Foursquare 
Tabernacle was built on the ground 
where the parsonage now stands. 
There are some who still remember 
the sawdust floors. 

In 1930, under the ministry of 
Rev. T.R. Jackman, the Foursquare 
Tabernacle was moved to the 
present. location and the wooden 
floor was put in, as well as a 20- 
foot addition to the back of the 
church for a platform and Sunday 
School rooms. 

It was during the ministry of Rev. 
Jack Carmain that the basement 
was put under the church and the 
lovely parsonage was built. 

During the ministry of Rev. C.E. 
Swanson, additional lots were 
purchased at 19th and Daniels 
Streets and a Building Fund was 
established for the future building of 
a new permanent church. 

The present sanctuary was built 
during the ministry of Rev. Harold 
Wood, who pastored the church 
from 1953-1959. The old sanctuary 
became the Christian Education 
Building. Rev. Flay Walker, who 
pastored from 1959-1970,

Many former friendships were 
renewed and memories rekindled at 
the anniversary celebration. A lovely 
plaque, commemorating a half 
century of faithful ministry, was

confessed Christ as their Savior at this time. 
The following Sunday another son-in-law 
was saved. 


But the miracles didn't stop there. The 
marvelous work of Jesus continued to pour 
forth as within a period of six months the 
total results of that one visit “in the name of 
the Lord” came to:

The media missed the point, 
and so did part of the community, but God 
didn’t miss the opportunity to turn potential 
animosity into public trust and appreciation. 
Part of the fairgrounds is to become the site 
of well needed housing for the elderly and 
handicapped, and those “political indi- 
viduals” have become a positive, active, in- 
fluence, with beautiful community interac- 
tion. The delicate balance was maintained, 
and in one way or another, Jesus was made 
“available to every man.” 

By way of reflection, over the past years, it 
has been the continual underlying emphasis 
of the church’s purpose, as stated in Ephe- 
sians, Chapter 4, that has helped the people 
of East Hill Foursquare Church to participate 
in their world.

Hong Kong—Three new towns 
are being constructed in the 
Hong Kong Colony because of 
the tremendous’ population 
growth of this small country. To- 
gether by 1986 these cities will 
have a combined population of 
over two million people. One of 
the towns, Tuen Mun, is located 
just 20 miles from Kowloon and 
only 10 miles from China’s bor- 
der. A freeway has been built with 
mass transit being planned to 
link it directly to that metropolis. 
This city is being built on an area 
space of 3,022 acres of land with 
a residential section capable of 
having a population density of 
1,000 persons per acre. 
Missionary Ron Williams re- 
lates that present plans call for 
the establishment of a church in 
Tuen Mun. The space to be pur- 
chased for the church is located 
in a building in the center of this 
new city. These facilities will also 
serve as a training and commu- 
nications center. Many exten- 
sion ministries will go forth from 
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this center to the surrounding 
area. 

Tuen means ‘“‘garrisoning of 
troops’ and Mun means ‘‘gate’’. 
In its past history, Tuen Mun has 
been a marshalling area for ar- 
mies of national leaders as well as 
a gate from which to dispatch 
troops to wage warfare. Could it 
not be that God is preparing this 
city to assume a new role in its 
Spiritual history? Could it not be 
that the King of Kings is ready to 
call forth from out of its popula- 
tion an ‘‘army of believers’’ pre- 
pared to wage battle against the 
powers of spiritual darkness?

As the church body matured, 
other congregations in the city 
and surrounding cities and towns 
were begun, until today about 16 
congregations (eight of which 
have property and buildings ei- 
ther completed or under con- 
struction) have been started in 
Belem. In each location they have 
two to three services each day, 
with some churches averaging in 
each service 300 in attendance 
and others up to 2,000. Over 25 
churches have also been planted 
in other cities and towns of that 
state. 

Dr. George Faulkner, mission- 
ary to Brazil and President of the 
Brazilian Church, Dr. Leland Ed- 
wards, Director of Missions Inter- 
national, and his wife, Barbara, 
recently visited the first estab- 
lished Foursquare Church in 
Belem for the Fifth Anniversary 
of the work. There were approx- 
imately 4,000 in attendance in 
the evening service. We thank 
God for His continued move in 
Brazil.

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open your Bible: 


Open ‘Chou 
Mine Eyes 


By Reverend Charles E. Baldwin 


“Open thou mine eyes, that I may behold 
wondrous things out of thy law.” Psalms 
119:18. 


William Carey, pioneer missionary, once 
said, “I serve the Lord with all my senses and 
cobble shoes to pay expenses.” Though what 
we might be doing to meet material needs is 
relatively unimportant, we must enlist all of 
our mental capacities and physical senses in 
our search for spiritual development. This is 
most evident in our relationship to the Bible 
as we use it as an instrument for Christian 
growth. 

Our text emphasizes this truth when it 
says, ‘open thou mine eyes.” But not our eyes 
only, but our ears, heart, and mind must be 
wide open as we “desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow thereby” (I Pet. 
Zn); 


Open Your Eyes and Ears 

Open your eyes to the Scriptures is what 
Paul admonished Timothy when he wrote, 
“give attendance to reading” (I Tim. 4:13) and 
“study to show thyself approved unto God” 
(i? Time2415). 

Open your ears to spiritual truth was the 
one admonition common to the seven 
churches of the book of Revelation. “He that 
hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches” cried John as he 
wrote with divine inspiration (Rev. 3:22). We 
shall never know God’s plan for us or His 
promises to us until we read them with our 
eyes or hear them with our ears. It is impor- 
tant that we follow the example of those in 
the Early Church who “searched the scrip- 
tures daily” (Acts 17:11) and that of the Isra- 
elites who went out each morning to receive a 
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fresh supply of manna (Ex. 16:4). Daily po | 
tions of meat, milk, honey, and bread fro 
the Book give us the strength needed for each 
day. 


Open Your Heart and Meditate 
The Psalmist, David, in describing a man of 
God says: “his delight is in the law of the 
Lord; and in his law doth he meditate day 
and night” (Psa. 1:2). 
Such meditation causes the Word of Go 
to be absorbed by our innermost being until it 
becomes ‘“‘marrow to thy [our] bones” (Prov. 
3:8) and “health to all their [our] flesh” (Prov. 
4:22). Reading and hearing the Scriptures are 
not enough, but we must “Let these saying 5 
sink down into your [our] ears” (Lk. 9:44) and 
into our hearts to obtain the desired result o 
spiritual development. 
This assimilation of spiritual truth causes: 
the reader to become “a tree planted by the: 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in} 
his season; his leaf also shall not wither; andi 
whatsoever he doeth shall prosper” (Psa. 1:3), . 
The secret of the heart that is aglow for God!

doeth them not, shall be likened unto ai 
foolish man, which built his house upon the? 
sand’ (Matt. 7:26). 

In sharp contrast to these words of Jesus,; 
are God’s words to Joshua as he is commis-- 
sioned to lead Israel into the Promised Land:, 
“Only be thou strong and very courageous, , 
that thou mayest observe to do according to: 
all the law, which Moses my servant com-- 
manded thee: turn not from it to the right 
hand or to the left, that thou mayest prosper! 
whithersoever thou goest. This book of the: 
law shall not depart out of thy mouth; but! 
thou shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do according to; 
all that is written therein . . .” (Josh. 1:7-8).
